TTual Representation. 

Tbo following was found in a local 
print of yesterdayz-'DuAL Bepkeben- 
TATioNl-Tbo movement lor which the 
Colomht tried Its might and main, and 
directed personally against Mr DeCo-> 
moB, was defeated yesterday In the 
Houbo.» Tho peouliar construction of 
the above sentence might occasion some 
little hesitation in arriving at a definite 
conclusion aa to its meaning and I intent. 
We will, howovor, aseumo that tins 
jonmal^ charged with having made 
efforts to abolish dual representation; 
that in doing bo it was actuated by 
personal hostility to Mr DeCosmosj and 
that its efforts met with defeat in tbe 
Legislature. If such bo tho meaning 
of this gem of English composition, we 
have to pronounce it false in every 
particular. This journal has said little 
or nothing in .pposition to the abstract 
principle ofdualiopresentation,althongh 
inclined to regard the weight of argu, 
ment as being against that principle 
Its opposition has been directed against 
anv attompt to carry out the system of 
dual representation daring tho proBont 
year J and that opposition was baaed 
upon tbo very reasonable assumption 
that tho local Legislature and tho 
Dominion Parliament would bo m ses- 
sion at one and the same fmo. It is 
unfair and disingenuous to agsort tbat 
in this wo wore actuated by diroct cp. 
position to Mr DoCosmoa. lhe files 
of this journal furnish amplo evidence 
that wo equally opposed the principle 
in tho caHe of tho Hon Chief Com- 
missioner and Mr J. Spoccer Thompson, 
both of whom we venture to count 
among our friends. Aa Mr DeCosmos 
was the only one who carried the p r in- 
oiplo into practice, of course our re- 
marks boro nioro directly and rnoro 
heavily upon him', Tho author of tho 
literary gem above quoted does not ap- 
poar to bo aware that Mr Somlin'fi 
.Resolution was not intended to, and 
could not possibly, affect or in any way 
interfere with Mr DeCosmes' seat. All 
that it aimed at was tho prevontion of 
dual representation after the present 
Parliamentary term shall have orpired. 
That was all it could accomplish. It 
is quite truo that the Kosolution was 
loBt ; but it was only lost by a ma- 
jority of one, and there is every pro- 
bability tbat tho principle of tho Keso- 
lution will be affirmed before a gonerol 
election shall have come round. Wo 
have said that the opposition of this 
journal has been chiefly directed 
againBt tho principle of dual represen- 
tation as applied to the present yoar. 
Nor have we aeon any reason to cbaoge 
or even modify the viewB expressed 
upon the flobjeet, There is only cne 
instance of dual representation, and in 
it is illustrated all tbe evils foreshadow- 
ed in these pageB. Tho constituency 
which confided its local intorosts to Mr 
DeCosmos must realizo, and tbat most 
acutely, 'he evils of tho dual system 
as applied to British Columbia. With 
that constituency the great, over- 
shadowing question was tho Customs 
Tariff. Mr DeConnioB assured thorn of 
his abiity nnd willingness to obtain a 
'Modified Tariff ;> but, instead of ful- 
filling or attempting to fulfil tbat pro- 
mise, at tho vory time tho question was 
on tho notice paper ho loft for Ottawa, 
wbero ho asserted important FeJerul 
matters domanded his presenco 1 It 
would, indeed, be difficult to concoive 
of a more apt illustration oftho nufitnoss 
of tho prinoiple of dual representation 
for this tho most distant of all tho Pro- 
vinces, It is quite truo that, in the 
course of debate, the Hon the Attorney 
Gfonorii intimatod that after this year 
tho local and Imporial Parliaments 
would not bo in sossion at ono and tho 
same time, But can even tho Mtornoy 
General guaranteo that Buch will not 
bo tho case ? Shall ovon ho control tho 
fatos ?

Mr Duck from the Select Committee on tha 
Now Westminster Ir'ater Frootaga reported 
ai given in eubstnneo yesterday. 

BAST COAST STBAUBR. 

Mr Robson moved tbe following reaolntion : 
"That nn humble address be presented t» 
nis Excellency tbo Lieittcuat-Oovumor, pray. 
idc that tha Dominion Government may be 
respectfully requested, in grunting my subsiJy 
fer the Mail Service on the- Kail Coast of this 
Island, to make it o. condition that any 
Steamer, to which auoh subsidy may b. 
granted, shall bo rs'iuirt'd to wry freight 
and passengers atone half, or thereabouts, tbe 
ratea at present charged en the Government 
Steamer; and asking that the rates now 
charged on the Government Steamer may 
meanwhile be reduced oae-half, or theie- 
about?. 

The hon mover dcso.tnted upon tho impor. 
tauce of having cheap It-eight nnd passage on 
the East Coast Steamer, aB wator commanica- 
tion for some years to corno would constitute 
the chief mode of communication with the 
settlements. 

Mr J V Booth seconded the resolution nnd 
took occasion to sny that ho cordially endors- 
ed tha remarks of the hon morer. Ho pro. 
eoeded to point out tho necessity of a, reduc- 
tion and elairaed. that if it wero made the 
receipts of the steamer would be largely in« 
creased. Cbaap steamer rates would Jo more 
good than a trunk road to Comor.. 

Mr \Y Smitbo supported, the resolution, 
Since the last vestige of proteotion had been 
remorad by the adop ion of the CanadianTarifT 
the necessity ot reducing the charges fos 
ataamor fare ind freight was greato.- than over. 
(Hear.)

Mr Armstrong moved that the Standing

Mr C lioath seconded and tha resolution 
was carried.

Mr J P Booth moved the following preamble 
and resolution: — 

Whereas recent discoveries In tho northern 
part o( British Columbia, give good reason 
to bslieva that extensive mining operations 
■will shortly bo established in that region; 
And whereas tho boundary lino between the 
adjoining Territory or Alaska nnd the said 
Province of British Colmnbia has never been 
properly defined; And whereas it will mate- 
rially assist In maintaining poaco, order, and 
good government within the said Province to 
have tho boundary lino properly laid down; 

Thoroforo, ba It. Rttoloed, That an humble 
Address be presented to liis Excellency the 
Lioutenant-Oovornor.praj ing that ba may take 
such steps as may cail the attention of the 
Dominion Government to tho necossity otsorae 
action being taken at an early date to have 
the boundary line properly defined. 

Mr W Smiths seconded and tho resolution 
was carriod. 

SO AD H3I>.Urt3. 

Mr Huruphroys moved that an address be 
presented to His Bxcellancy the Lieutenant 
Governor, praying that ho may be pleased 
to order that all repairs and maintenanco re« 
quired on the public roads of this i'rovince 
be done by contract. 

Tho hon mover said that tho Cariboo road 
had cost the Colony $30 000 or 540.000 a jnar 
to keep in order, and under thoprosent system 
tho men employed had a large interest in al 
lowing it to go to wreck in tbo wintor time 
bo that they could get work in tho summer. 
He know, besides, that moony had been paid 
for work that had never been done. For 
instance, for one Jay's work, fivo days would 
ba charged. The road nhonld bo civon out in 
sections to ba kept In order. Tho road, in Its 
present state, wonlil require $30 000 or 5-10.- 
000 to keep it in order. 

Mr W Srnitlie seconded -tho resolution and 
said tho contracl«nyntem would work woll on 
the roads in this part of tho 1'rovineo. One. 
half the monoy spent upon roads under tbo 
present syptam had been thrown away,— he 
spoko advisedly. 

Air R Smith said ho could not support that 
resolution. Tho hon mavor had asserted that 
hs ail known of money to bo paid out for 
work that was never done lie (Mr 11 Smith) 
was as well acquainted with that road as the 
hon raovoi— having been n. contractor upon 
It. The cribbing was rotting and ho would 
not liko to take a contract to keep it in 
order. Tho men at presuut In charge of the 
road were high-minded, honorable men, who 
Would 1)6 above trickery. (Hear.) 

Mr Mara said that the hou member for 
Lillooet had laid grnvo charges agaiuit the 
gentlomen who hud charge of the Cariboo 
road. Ho had asserted that fi days' work had 
been paid for and only onu daj's work per- 
formed. (Hoar ) 

Mr Humphreys expUloed that he had said 
he knew that work bail beea paid for tbut had 
never been done and he had been given to 
■understand that 6 days' work had been paid 
.•Tor and only one diy's work doue, 

Mr Mara said it was tbo duty of tho boo 
mover to move for rt Com. of Inquiry. The 
gonilomnn aeainot whom ilia remarks were 
aimed was now In tho House and the charges 
preferred against him should bo proved; and 
if it could not be proved tho pnrty making it 
ought 10 be compelled to retiaot, It. [Hear, 
bear.] 

Hon Mr Walkout mOTid tho following 
amendment: 



"That tha words from tho word 'that' be 
atrnek out and tha following substituted:— 
That a Committee bo appointed to enquire 
into the charges made by tho hon member 
for Lillooet that certain men (whose names 
shall bo^nscertained) employed by tho Gov. 
eminent on the waggon roads in the Upper 
Country have beon paid for work which they 
have never done, and hare defrauded the 
Government, with power to call (or persons 
nnd papers. 

The Hod. Chief Commiaaionor said ho did 
this lo (top alleged Iraoduloot praolioea and 
he did not imagino that those charges would 
have beon made unless tbera was a good, 
solid foundation for them. It was bis duty 
to see that not only were tho frauda already 
perpetrated punished, but aimilar vices pre- 
vented io the future, He had examined the 
books of his eQico and found that it oo(t Ire) 
by abont 50 per cent to repair tha roads un- 
der tho present system than under the ood- 
tract systom. If it were truo that men wero 
paid t) allow tho toad to fall in winter so 
that they might get work iu summer, the 
Beoundrela and knaves should ba got rid of 
and puuished. In the Ontario Assembly 
the other day, a member made grave charges 
whiob he failed to prova and ho was repri- 
manded by a volo ol censure. If the public 
had boen swindled — 

Mr. HumpbrejB Bald he bad not usod tho 
word swindle. 

Hon. Mr. Walkora— If you did not use 
tho word yoa implisd it. I want to boo tha 
roo(ies and swindlers and robbors— if iharo 
are such — ferreted out anil punished, 

Hoo. Mr. McCreight, in aeoondiog the 
resolution, epoko ol the freqnanoy with 
whioh Buoh charges ware made by tho hon. 
momber lor Lillooet. Only yesterday he 
Slid that tbo penplo had been plundered by 
tho expenditures at Government House. 
Now theae charges should either bo proved 
or disproved. II disproved, they would re- 
eoi! ou the head of the party who made 
thorn. 

Mr. J. P. Booth could not support the 
motion, bat ho said that a dozen men at Oow- 
ichan could do as much as had already been 
done for half tbo money. Ibis was why 
he wished thadig'riot which ha represented 
to bo incorporated ns a municipality, eo 
that tbey might have tha management of 
tbeit own roads and lat out tho repairs by 
small contract?. 

Mr. Robson enid that in his district the 
work on tbo roads was not done in the best 
possible way, and was a oauso of general 
complaint. He thought it was futile for the 
Government to let out tho raaintonacco and 
repairs of roads by contract. Some parts, 
such r.e making bridges, etc., wonld bo bet- 
ter if let out by 'contract. He thought it 
ou^ht to bo lolt lo Government to difiorimi 
note what parts Bhoukl be done by oontrect. 
Tho ohnrges made should bo inveitigaterj. 

Mr. Hunsler ri82 to support the resolu- 
tion, He aaid it was much beter that tho 
work should ba done by contract than by 
men brought from Victoria. Ho said that 
when lie represented Comos ha knew that 
out of $500 voted by Government $200 was 
cbnrged for transporting the men Irom Vic- 
toria (o Comoi. 

Mr. Somlio thought the present system 
was the best, nod be could not possibly soa 
how a man oonld tecder for the work re- 
quired. He Slid that tbe men who wero in 
ohargo of tho road from Yalo to (Jacho 
creak were personally known to him, aod 
tboy were gentlemen as far aa ho knew tbem 
Ha thought that the words used by tha hon. 
member 'or Lillooet, infarriog that these 
man hod beea paid for work whioh had not 
been done, were entirely iooorreot. 

Dr. Ash said his cot atitueota wero very 
mnoh diastisfied with tbe way in wbioh the 
work had been done in their District, that 
nontly ilwavi one ibird of the sum vottd 
for their roads had baa i paid for transport- 
ing the men bolonning to tho GovernmaLt 
Ro d party from Victoria. 

Mr. Hagbes was awuro that there had been 
great dii-aatisfaciion, but ha did not propose 
to rampdyoneevil with another. He thought 
the Government ought to bo untrammelled 
When tbe minis were good and workingmen 
were scarce it would be very diliicult lor 
the Government to get any one to take the 
contraot. 

Ho>!. Mr. llolbroolt would vote for the 
amondmi'Lt. He said when the Govern- 
ment had before given ont tbo road work by 
contract that t'lo roads, trade and commcrea 
suflerod by it. 

Mr. C. Booth favorod tha contract pyatcm 
as a genaral thing, but said it was almost 
impossible for aoy person to estimate what 
repairs woold he necessary or what lhay 
would cost. As regarded tbo imptitatioos 
cast upon tha gentleman in charge of tho 
road, ho considered thorn basolssa. 

Mr. Heaven thought it would tutdotobiod 
tbe GovernmeLt down t) eay what work 
should or what should not be let out by con- 
tract. That must be left to tho disorotion of 
ito rfsponsibU head of the Department. 

Mr. Humphreys asked if there was any- 
thing oflenRive in tbo resolution which he 
hud otfered 1 Ho was not to be intimidated 
und w»e prond of his rocord, which tha pot)- 
lic had endorsed. Ha oatiad that a strict 
investigation bo mpdo into Iho ohargen ho 
li ad brought njjoinet the road-boss 3, He 
had seen some of them In n ata'e that render- 
ed them unfit lo transact any businoae; and 
while in that beastly state they wore nndor 
pay of the Government. All he asked waa 
an impartial uod unbiased Committee to ir.- 
vta'igate the matter. He was speaking from 
a feoaa of duty aud his independence and his 
refusal lo crook the pregnant bingoa of the 
kneo that dishonorable thrift might follow 
fawning, wboii 

Mr. li. Smith reeved the previous question 
and was ruled out of ordor. 

Mr. Humphreys remark ed that in common 
with the House, ho shared tbe im ill tbnt 
bad beea put npon him. 

Before tho amendmont was put,, Mr. 
HursplueyB said tha ('olrnuding part of the 
amendtaenl was tbe languogo of tha hon. 
Cbiff Uommifaioner and not bis (a laugh.) 

Tha resolution wna lost — Humphreys, 
Booster and Jatnicson — in tbo nflirinaiivo.
